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Soulful Hints From Howison 


Professor George Howison has delivered himself of the opinion 


(declared by the young reporter to be "startling") that all animal 
life is immortal. He stopped short of saying all animals have souls, 
but the tenor of his remarks indicates that to be his conclusion. He 
ascribes reasoning power to animals as a proof that they are ani- 
mated by an immortal principle or entity, a conclusion which does 
not harmonize with pantheism in the sense that it is generally used, 
namely, that the life principle in all sentient creation is but 
variant forms of one and the same essence or spirit. 


Professor Howison's theory is neither new nor startling. 
The 


primitive tribes who slew the warrior's horse and dog believed that 
in so doing the}' were sending their spirits to accompany that of the 
dead chief to the happy hunting grounds of the future state. In an- 
cient Egypt it was believed that the souls of men inhabited the bodies 
of animals after death, hence nearly every bird and beast in the realm 
of Amenti came to be regarded as sacred. Pythagoras taught the 
doctrine of transmigration of souls, a doctrine that the Buddhists 
still adhere to. The belief that souls pass alternately from 
the 


bodies of men to those of animals, and vice versa, has always been 
entertained by many millions of the human race. There are others 
•who believe that a dog's soul inhabits the body of a dog, and that it 
is a horse spirit that resides in the flesh of that 
animal—which 


would imply that immortality has its degrees and limitations; dif- 
ferent kinds of souls for different orders of beings. There is mild 
curiosity to hear the Professor more particularly define his views 
in this respect. 


If anyone challenges Professor Howison to prove the existence 


of souls in animals, he can retort that it is equally impossible to 
demonstrate pathologically or anatomically that human beings are 
possessed of souls 
So far as ascertained facts 
are concerned 


(speaking in the literal and scientific sense) this generation has no 
better authority for the immortality of the soul than the reasoning 
of Socrates 
It is not proof in its absolute sense that mankind in 


all ages and under all conditions of Hfe have believed in the exist- 
ence of the soul and a continuance of individual consciousness in a 
different state and in another sphere of action. All religions have 
been formulated on this theory, and every code of morals has cen- 
tered about the idea; nevertheless, it is no more demonstrable by 
finite means to the finite understanding that man has a soul than 
that souls inhabit lizards and toads. 
Professor Howison 
may 


be Quixotic in standing up for the immortality of the ass and the 
polecat, but he is strictly logical. But will the ass bray and the 
skunk stink in the next world as disagreeably as they do in this? 


Proceeding on the assumption that man has a soul, why should 


he arrogate to himself the exclusive possession of immortality? 
Mohammed claimed to have ridden a goat through the seven 
heavens. Perhaps Professor Howtson may be initiated into the 
future state by a similar ride 
If so, the ceremonies will be decided- 


ly interesting to those vouchsafed the pleasure of witnessing it. 
However, there may be no such butting in when it comes to passing 
through the pearly gates 
In this connection we are glad to to 


note that Professor Howison credits Jesus Christ with teaching 
superior morals, even if He was a little off in regard to the immor- 
tality of animals. Had the Professor reflected as strongly on the 
morals of the Savior as he did on His wisdom it would have caused 
poignant grief to millions of people who have hitherto clung to the 
impression that God had no concealments from His Son.

MONEY-MAKING COLLEGE GAMES. 


In the fact that a scandal has arisen in connection with the 


_ sale'of tickets for the approaching football game between the Uni-

versity of Michigan and the University of Chicago teams there is a ] 
suggestion that one phase of college athletics needs more attention \ 
than it has received in the past. A large number of the tickets giv- 
ing admission to this game in some way have come into the posses- 
sion of professional speculators who have been trying to reap a 
heavy profit from the entertainment by advancing the prices to the 
general public. As Mr. Stagg, director of athletics in the Chicago 
institution, has promptly set an investigation on foot it may be as- 
sumed that exemplary measures will be taken to prevent similar 
occurrences in the future. 


There is another phase of the subject, however. Football, 


though an amateur sport, presumably conducted as a pastime and 
for the benefit of the students' health, already has assumed a de- 
cidedly commercial character. As the crowds attracted by the 
games grow larger the financial interest increases. The sums now 
taken in by the athletic managers in the form of gate receipts 
amount to many thousands of dollars yearly. It is estimated that 
$60,000 was taken in at the recent Yale-Princeton contest in the. 
East and the amounts paid for tickets at the closing games of the 
season will be even larger. 


Theoretically' it is the practice in all colleges for the athletic 


directors to make an accounting to show what disposition is made 
of the large sums i thus collected. Much of the money, presumably, 
goes to defray athletic expenses. That the reports are not always 
as fully detailed as they should be may be inferred from a recent 
issue of the Princetonian, which demands an accounting of "each 
separate item of expense and, if there is a surplus, how it is used." 
Even where fully itemized statements are published, however, the 
accumulation of such large sums as a result of amateur contests— 
which have come to be regarded as public entertainments—is a feat- 
ure which college faculties have reason to consider with some ap- 
prehension. In proportion as the money interest increases the ten-- 
dency to "professionalism" must increase. Is football a sport any- 
way, or is it a business enterprise?—Chicago News.

AMERICAN MONEY 


HELPS BOYCOTT 


SEATTLE, Dec, 1.—How&rd James, 


vice-president of -the Great Northern 
•Steamship Company, who returned from 
the Orient says: 


"Under the pretense of supporting hos- 


pitals and other charitable institutions, 
money Is being sent from this country to 
China, which is used to pay 'walking 
delegates.' These men make tours of the 
stores and keep a close check on the 
American goods Introduced into China. 
At first these men use persuasion to In- 
duce the Chinese merchants.'to abandon 
the trade with America. 
If this fails, 


then the store-Is placarded. 
"Certain of our wares, like piece goods, 


are not under the bank. When I was 
there..they were making a hard flght 
against American cigarettes. American 
roods are divided Into the accepted and 
boycotted classes. • But If the contribu- 
tions from this country failed and the 
'walking delegates' were out of a Job, 
there would sooon be an end to It alL 
"I tried to learn how extensively the 
boycott-had spread, but even the best- 
posted merchants were unable to esti- 
mate the effect in the interior. 
Time 
will work out an answer to' the question, 
but "when the agitation ends It will not 
be a difficult matter to allay the Inter- 
ior sentiment.

Mrs.' Coulson lies at the Roosevelt Hos- 
pital, hovering between, life and death 
as the result of her terrible experience 
during the last few days. 
'When the 'police took charge' of her 
Wednesday night, she was all alone in

very 111, yet without food, fire or medi- 
cine or attendants.
